The cause of the evil being stillin ex 
istence aud likewise being so very preva 
lent at the present time, is chiefly owing to 
the cherishing or fostering those sentiments 
that first gave rise to the mischiel self;

Now, as pro 
perty is yet in the possession of a few, and 
whose influence. in the affairs and events of 
the community, is based on the amount ot 
their foriunes, the poor have not any means 
of subsistence beyond the present day, they 
are therefore obliged to accept any offer 
that present customs and existing circum- 
stances present them, however cruel, how- 
ever opposed to justice and virtue, and to 
all those great good principles which stiould 
be the rules of action for society, It is not 
uufrequently that custom is diametrically op- 
posed to the will of the majority, but as 
they have not the weight of influence nor 
the power that others have who ere vastly 
inferior to them, numerically, they have no 
means by which to remedy the evil,-but 
must patiently submit to its galling effects. 
That those things must ever be so until 
there be a change ik theemode of educating 
and instructing youth, there can be no ques- 
tion while the education be confined to those 
who have property, and while they,as heirs 


every kind of manual employment, as some- 
thing tending todegrade them. We do not 
mean to assert that education is conferred 
altogether upon those who have property, 
but we cannot but state that broad and: li- 
beral education which every youth of a free 
and great republic should have for the per- 
petual maintenance of the freedom and 
greatness of the nation, is not generally the 
lot of the poor.
